Your attention is respectfully directed to the 
various reports which follow, some of which are too long 
and detailed for convenience, relating to St. Luke's 
Hospital for the fiscal year July 1, 1958 to June 30,1959. 


During this period the medical situation in 
San Francisco was similar to that in the rest of the 
country. There were rising costs, increased demands for 
better medical care, and less inclination to be willing 
to pay for jt. Increasing poverty and exploitation, in 
the midst of plenty, put an additional load on hospitals, 
and charitable gifts diminished. Public efforts to 
improve sick care provoked much fruitless discussion and 
vigorous opposition from well-established private physic- 
ians. Public support of private hospitals has been 
suggested, but nothing has materialized. Hospital insur- 
ance is working satisfactorily, but is available only to 
Limited groups on relatively large incomes. Industrial 
insurance companies have successfully broken hospital 
agreements for uniform industrial rates. Certain hospitals 
exploit the situation resulting from the use of charitable 
workers for service and direction. In every way it became 
more difficult to operate private hospitals without stagger- 
ing losses, 


St. Luke's Hospital came through the year in a 
surprisingly successful manner, Mr. Goode’s report 
surveys the entire financial status of the Hospital, and 
his recommendations are particularly pertinent. The Hospit- 
al's financial advisors should investigate ways by which 
fund and income shrinkage may be reduced. Dr, Johnson’s 
report shows how well the Hospital maintained its charit- 
able and community service, the purposes for which it was 
originally established. Outstanding has been the high skill 
and generosity of the Hospital's medical staff, the 
exceptional care afforded its patients by the nursing serv- 
ice, and the extraordinary quality of its management. 


To the devoted leaders of the Nurses Training 
School deep gratitude is due from all who are interested 
in its welfare. Miss Grace Kennedy, after 25 years of 
faithful and distinguished leadership, felt it necessary 
to resign as Director, because of ill health. The Board 
accepted her resignation with regret and made special pro- 
visions for her financial security. So well had Miss 
Kennedy trained her associates that the School and nursing 
service continued smoothly during her illness. Her work is 
being performed temporarily by Miss Young. One of the 
serious problems confronting the Board is to find a worthy 
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successor to Miss Kennedy. The quality and number of 
student nurses was sustained in spite of the imposition 
of a tuition fee. Increase of this fee is justified in 
order to help defray the operating costs of the Nurses 
Training School to the Hospital. istimated by qualified 
accountants to be abait $20,000 amnually, after credit- 
ing services rendered by t he students, these costs drain 
income from endowments and pay patients. 


Dr. Johnson, the Virector of the Hospital, 
deserves great praise for the way he carried the Hospit- 
al through this trying year. In the face of persistent 
and severe obstacles he maintained morale and efficiency 
in every detail. The continued high occupancy of the 
Hospital reflects the confidence of the community in his 
abilities. It will be extremely difficult to find or train 
a satisfactory successor to Dr. Johnson. 


The expressed opinions and conduct of the Board 
of Directars indicate that it is improvable that last 
year’s report was read by the members, The suggestions 
and recommendations made at that time remain pertinent. 
Further recommendations appear to be superfluous. The 
needs of the Hospital are clear to any intelligent person. 
One suggestion may not be quite so obvious. It is that 
the Corporation study the By-Laws of the Hospital, in 
order that they may be adjusted properly to conform to 
unchanging tradition. It is sincerely to be hoped that 
the future President of the Board of Directors of St.Luke’s 
Hospital will be able, with the cheerful cooperation of his 
colleagues, to handle promptly and satisfactorily the 
various problems confronting the Hospital. Your President 
during the past two years regrets that he was unable to 
do SO, 


The Board of Directors suffered a severe loss in 
the death of Mr, Frank Deering, who had served the Hospital 
long and diligently. His advice was always sound, and his 
support unfailing. It is fitting that Mrs, Deering be 
elected to the Corporation and Board to succeed him, 


During the past year Mr. Kenneth Monteagle evinced 
a comprehensive grasp of the Hospital situation and labored 
arduously in its behalf. His matured judgment regarding the 
solution of its difficulties, and his natural affection for 
the institution largely made possible by the munificence of 
his family, suggest the appropriateness of his selection as 
President of the Board of Directors,

I have the honor to submit the Hospital Report 
for the year July 1, 1938 to June OH)» L206 


Miss Kennedy's associates at the hospital wish 
to join the Board of Directors in the feeling expressed 
in their resolution at her illness and resignation. Though 
we miss her influence and help, we rejoice in the knowledge 
that she will soon be well again, 


The past year has been very gratifying from the 
standpoint of professional and hospital service, With 
rigid economy and some denial, we have been able to come 
through with sufficient available “unds to meet our needs, 
Our collections were approximately $14,000.00 greater than 
Our expenditures, 


Admissions out-numbered last years, though 
patient days were Tewer, showing a decrease in the average 
Stay in hospital. Surgical operations increased approxinate- 
ly 600 in humber, further emphasizing what has been evident 
for some time, that St. Luke's Hospital is very largely a 
Surgical hospital, approximately eighty percent of its pat~= 
ients being Surgical, 


A most gratifying growth has occurred in our 
Laboratory service, Two rooms for special laboratory work 
were added, one for zross pathology and color photography 
and the other for tissue pathology and bacteriology, A third 
room was added to house rabbits and guinea pigs, 


Free and part-pay service for the Community Chest 
and the various hospital endowment funds, together with the 
Katharine and Harry Babcock and the Weeks Funds, continue to 
afford a very considerable service to San Francisco and this 
community. Our Staff contribution to professional service 
afforded endowment ard Community Che st patients amounted in 
terms of dollars and cents to something like $43,426.00, 


PROFESSIONAL SERVICE Staff meetings for the review of 


professional work have been une 

usually well attended, and most 
valuable from the teaching standpoint, Color photographs 
Of conditions and procédures have added greatly to the 
interest and value of these meetings, 
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Orthopedic procedure continues to advance. 
A special operating room for orthopedic work has been furnish-~ 
ed with tables, A-ray view boxes, instruments, cabinets, 
sterilizers and other furnishings for orthopedic surgery, as 
such work can be done best in an operating room especially 
designed and equipped. Again, this room adds another operat- 
ing room to our surgical suite, with great relief for over- 
crowded surgical schedules and busy surgeons. 


The work of the House Staff has again been 
excellent. It seems tmt each group of young men evidences 
the fact that great progress is being made in training young 
doctors. Our House Staff for the year came from the following 
Medical “chools:

CLINIC Miss Zorin's very interesting report 
contains notes presenting worthwhile 
activities, in which the professional 

and nursing staffs are engaged, The hospital is particul- 

arly indebted to the faithful and skillful service rendered 
by the younger members of the Professional and House Staffs, 
who devote much time to the treatment and care of needy 
persons. 


DIETARY Food and food service continue to be 
responsible in great part for the good 
reputation the hospital has with patients 

and the public. We continue to obtain our Dietitians from 
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Johns Hopkins Hospital, where particular care is taken to 
see that we are supplied with the best graduates from the 
School of Dietetics. 


EQUIPME NT Purchase of new equipment has been 
necessarily limited to urgent necessit- 
ies. Fortunately, all essential equip- 

ment has been installed. Our excellent lngineers cannot be 

commended too highly for their fine service in maintaining 
good repair, proper function and economy. 


The largest purchase of equipment for 
the year was five Wilmot Castle sterilizers, which cost in 
the neighborhood of »1500.00 installed. 


X-ray tube replacements were unusually 
heavy, costing approximately ‘p1700.00. 


BUILDDEIGS AND GROUNDS The old frame Administration 
Building, on the corner of 
Valencia and army Streets, was 

removed, and the area fenced and parked, with great improve- 

ment in the appearance of this prominent part of ow grounds. 


SUMMARY In the main, it can be said we have 
had a very successful year from the 
standpoint of our aim to afford skill- 

ful, scientific care to many people who assure us of their 

friendliness and gratitude. 


With the improved business outlook, it 
is probable that present hospital bills will become less 
burdensome than they now are in many cases. 

We owe much to many loyal physicians 


who have assisted us in training Interns and Nurses, and in 
Maintaining efficient service for the sick and injured,

a Study of the figures given above show few changes over 
the figures for 1938, Days of student illness show «a decrease 
of 227 days. Hospital care provided students shows a decrease 
of 95 days for this year. This is the lowest number of days of 
hospital care given students since 1927, and the lowest number 
of days of illness since 1934, There has been a steady decrease 
of illness and hospitalization of students Since 1956, when they 
were given one full day off each week. The number of graduate 
hurses eiployed has increased since 1936. The total number for 
19581938 remain about the same with a very slight decrease in 
General Duty floor nurses employed for 1989, 


This year in particular presented a difficult situation 
as it was the first year we omitted to enter a Spring class, 
We felt the loss of the services of the probationers, especially 
in July when they would have been on full time duty uuring the 
vacation period. The change was mde after discussion with Dr, 
Johnson and Dr. Leake. We realized that this adjustment might 
cause an added problem, but would ultimately be best for the 
school, 











In my report of 1937, to which I would like to 
refer again, I outlined some of the State requirements for 
schools, instituted in 1956, which would cause definite 
increase in personnel, especially in the number of General 
vuty Nurses required tor bedside eare, Viz: 


1. A Six month rather thane four month 
probation period for pupils. This is an increase 
of two months in which the student is on duty only 
four hours daily. 


&e, A ilinimum increase of about 160 hours 
of class work which takes the student from the 
bedside, 


Oo. Inclusion of class hours in the ei<ht hour

day. «At least 50% of the classes were formerly given 
in excess of the eicht hour working day. 


4. An increase of four weeks vacation allowed 
each student, 


oe An allowance of two weeks annually Lor 
Sickness, Tie lost through illness was formerly 
made up by the senzfors before Sraduation. 


6. A Six weeks affiliation ror Communicable 
Disease experience, requiring from three to six 
Students to be away continuously. 


7. A six day week, allowing students one full 
ay orf each week. Formerly the 48 hour week was so 
divided that students were on duty between 7 ~ 10 
every morning when the nursing load is heaviest. 


8. A requirement of four months to be spent in 
Special services, as Out-Patient Department, Supply 
Room, Physiotherapy, and imergeney Room. Althou zh 
eight months were added to the former 28 months 
course, less time is available for bedside care as 
shown below:

AS can be readily seen, the students program is so 
Planned that much of their time is required by the State to 
be spent in various departients of the hospital, or in 
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affiliated courses. The increase in the expense of the 
Nursing Service has been a matter of daily discussion and 
Gis tress. In fact, it has been difficult to keep up the 
morale of either the Supervisors or students. They read 

and hear so much about the possibility of schools closing 
that they naturally are concerned about the status of their 
own school, The Hospital Magazines are full of the argument 
in favor of aides as a solution of the problem (which may be 
the solution). The students are unsettled and questioning 
the advisability of training for so dismal a future, especial- 
ly since they are paying tuition, 


The question of the number of graduates required for 
bedside care depends on the type of service to be given. I 
think I can safely say that St. Luke's has an excellent 
reputation for the care provided its patients on general duty, 
namely, without special nurses. For the last two or three 
years, with the daily average patient list ranging from 160- 
150, my records show that only 19.0 patients have had some 
special nursing care in 24 hours. ‘his leaves a large 
majority of patients on house service, viz: cared for by 
students and general duty nurses euployed by the Hospital. 
Charges for part time service have been put in whenever 
acceptable to the Doctors, 


We try to keep a ratio of 1-4 to 1-5 nurses to patients 
for morning anc evening care. This is not of course a blanket 
statement of the total number of nurses to patient, but the 
number actually engaged in giving bedside care during the heavy 
load hours. This ratio can be changed, and perhaps must be, 
but our reputation for good nursing service will also change, 
as it requires sufficient personnel to give adequate care to 
bed patients. 


Frankly, I have not found aides, with a few exceptions, 
worth the salaries paid them. Much of their work is house- 
keeping, and should, I feel, be charged to that department. 
When aides received monthly salaries of (40 or $45 per month, 
they were a real saving. Now with their salaries at $85 and 
a Nurse's salary at $90, plus her board, I think we could at 
least try cutting down on the number of aides employed in an 
attempt to cut nursing costs. Some of these salaries mizht 
have to be picked up by tke housékeeping department. I feel 
also that with the introduction of too many aides we are al- 
most certain to have one more labor problem. Right here I 
would like to say a word regarding the special nurses and 
their problem. So far as I know, they are the only group of 
workers, who in order to shorten their 12 hour day, reduced 
their potential income »60.00 a month. With an average of 
often less than 20 days employment a month, their income is 
inadequate in view of the preparation required of them. 


The first class paying a tuition of »200 entered 
september 1958. Of the 30 enrolled, 9 were high school 
graduates, 21 had various amounts of college preparation, 


ree 











So far as I knov we are the only school, excepting the 
University »chools, ziving 5 year degree courses, requir- 

ing tuition. It is greatly to ow favor thet we have had no 
difficulty enrolling a satisfactory class, and that indicate. 
ions are that there will be no difficulty this year. We 
already have thirty applicants scheduled and five others 
about resdy for entrance. Of this 6 are High School grad- 
ates and 29 have some college preparation. 


If the Schools of the state had uniform entrance 
requirements and insisted on the completion of the pre-enurs- 
ing course --graded by the State and not requiring re- 
exanination for which Schools of Nursing would be hela 
responsible, a great load of teaching would be taken from 
the Schools. The students would have more time for clinical 
experience, to their great advantaze, This would elso trans- 
fer some of the expense of nurse training from tue Hospitals 
to the State. 


Iwenty students wrote the State Board Examination 
during the fiscal year. 70% received a » atti of B and above: 
00% C3; with no grades of D or failure. The report of the 
first examination for next year prowises to be equally good; 
86% received grades of B; 14% C, with no grades of D or 
failure, Miss Allen, miss Younz, the Doctors, Supervisors 
and all those who taxe part in teaching the students should 
be exceedingly gratified at the results of their efforts 

I especially want to thank the Supervisors whose work with 
the stuaents is often done after their Guty hours are coi 
pleted. Analysis of this report shoved St. Luke's to rank 
14.4 points above the total mean for the state, and to be 
above the mean in all subjects written. 


The State Inspector of Nursing Schools has been mak- 
ing a careful study of bedsiage teaching. Miss Younsz, the 
practical instructor, has tad her classes observed on several 
occasions, The reports of these visits are on file in the 
Nursing School office, and are very satisfactory both as to 

acilities, snd teaching. Observation of classes in theoret- 
ical subjects given here by iiiss Allen, has not yet been made, 
but I am informed by the State Inspector that they plan to 
Visit these classes very soon. We have, of course, no fear 
of the results as the State Examinations testify to good 
practical and theoretical teaching all alone the. line. 


The new classroom, completed in September 1938, has 
been appreciated by everyone, including the Staff Doctors 
who use it often for Staff meetings. When the ventilating 
system is installed it will be almost perfect. It has reduc- 
ed tO a minimum the problem of overlapping classes. Iveryone 
wishes to thank the Board for this necessary addition to the 
ochool. 


| There are still several enpty rooms in the basemant 
adjoining the class rooms. Looking into the future, I would 
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Suggest that these rooms could easily be made into a die t 

laboratory, the lack of which caused us any a bad day with 

the State, until they were convinced, though probably only | 
temporarily, that the teacher was more important than the 

room in Which she taught. Our dietitians are all well | 
qualified to teach. I mention this in advance of possible | 
suggestions coming from the State under the new "Nursing 

Practice Act", recently signed by the Governor. This act |

Schools are not yet aprarent, Sugzestions have already been 

made as to academic preparation of the School faculty. kRKais- 

ing the entrance requirements of students to cOllege level 

makes this an obvious change. Experience and personality 

Will continue, I think, to hold a place of equal importance, 

The State, realizing that academic preparation alone will not 

take the place of practical experience, reco wends that nurses 

with years of experience but without cOllege education be 

retained in their positions, On Pilling vacancies they advise 

certain amounts of college preparation for the various 

positions in Hospitals Operating Schools of Nursin. St.Luke's 

nursing faculty does not make too good a picture academically, 

but for years of continuous experience, which insures stability 

and upon which the State has commented favorably, we have an 

unusually good record, 


The Nurses Home is in good condition. Considerable 
painting was doe during the year. Mattresses were re- 
conditioned, shades repaired and new drapes ordered to re- 
place those outworn, I would like to mention here a eitt te 
the School from Mr. and Mrs, Lloyd Dinkelspiel - of $250 to 
be spent for the students’ pleasure, This gift was made in 
memory of Molly Ivory, a nurse dear to them, who, while not 
one of our graduates, loved St. Luke's. Through the interest 
of Mrs, Chickering, a maenber of the Women's Board, a radio-~ 
victrola was purchased very reasonably, leavinz a consider-~ 
able sum to be spent on records as the nurses wish, 


Dr. Johnson has told us that five new bed pan 
Sterilizers are soon to be installed. No one but the nurses 
know just what this means to their daily duties, The dis- 
agreeable and unhygienic features of the old ones are correct- 
ed in the modern sterilizers, This is of particular advantage 
to this hospital, where a central station is used for this 
purpose, Recently built hospitals provide individual 
accommodations adjacent to each ro OM. 


The Graduating Exercises were held as usual in the 
garden, on June Thirtieth, Thirty-one nurses received their 
diplomas, bringing our graduate list Since 1889 up to one 
thousand thirty-five. It would be interesting if one had 
Space to trace the work of these Many girls who have gone 











out from this institution, As this was the 50th Annivers-~ 
ary of the founding of the School, many of the older 
graduates were Present, a goodly number in uniform. The 
graduating class were delighted to find their diploma covers 
(a gift from their Alumnae) bearing the dates 1889-1949, In 
a report of Dr. Johnson to the Board of Directors in 1923, 

I find this tribute to the nurses: “The Nursing Service 
has been of a very high order. Saint Iuke'ts repuration for 
Sympathetic and efficient service in this department is one 
of its most valuable assets". I hope the years that have 
followed cam still. elain a "high order" of Nursing Service 
though present day expenses make doubtful its being "a most 
Valuable asset." TI personally can say that since 1914, when 
i first knew St. Luke's, as a student, I heard the Sane 
thing being said by our Doctors, Though the words were 
different the meaning was the same: "No matter what else 

is wrong you will get good nursing care." Surely the found~ 
ers of the School established ideals that have held through 
the YEarse. 


Though illness prevented my being present at this 
most important Graduation, I heard enthusiastic praise of 
how beautifully it was conducted. The Baccalaureate Service 
and Invocation by the Rev. Russell B, Staines, B.D., was 
followed by a splendid address to the class by the Bishop 
Coadjutor, The Rt. Rev. Xarl Morgan Block, D.D,. The 
President of the Board of Directors, Dr, Chauncey Leake, 
assisted by the Medical Director, Dr. H. H, Johnson, pre- 
sented the diplomas. Miss Virna Young, in my absence, 
presented the coveted school pins. Mrs. Theodore Bogert, 
Vice~Chairman of the Women's Board, presented each graduate 
With a New Testament, small, and convenient enough to carry 
around. The Rev, J, Henry Ohlhoff, Chaplain of the Hospital, 
and a part of the School life since 1914, led the Graduates 
in repeating the Nightingale Pledge, The exercises closed 
with the Bishop's blessing, after which a reception was held 
in the Nurses Home for the parents and friends of the sradu- 
ates. <A dance in the evening ended an eventful day for the 
School. Bishop Parsons and Dean Gresham, who have been with 
us so often, were unable to be present.

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LABORATORY REPORT 
FOR THE YEAR ZNDING JUNE 30, 1939 


The total number of procedures performed by this 
department during the fiscal year of 1939, amount to 
approximtely 3.0% more than were done in 1938. This is 
due to a 54.0% increase in Wassermann tests, Exeluding 
this increase, the general laboratory examinntions total 
about 4.5% below those of 1938, 


Miss Julia Dragseth, our efficient and loyal chief 
Technician, is now on leave of absence due to fanily ill- 
hess. Two capable technicians in the persons of Miss Mary 
Conrad and wliss slarion Braunworth, are now with us. We 
regret the loss of diss Dorothy Long, who resigned and is 
now in the laboratory at the French Hospital. 


Major improvements consist of three additional 
rooms which are now complete and in use. One room is used 
only for tissue pathology technic, bacteriology and sece- 
retarial work. Another is used for surgical and autopsy 
tissue examination and filing, and color photography of 
unusual and interesting tissue pathology. The color pict- 
ures are proving to be more than successful as a teaching 
medium for attending physicians, house staff and nurseS,. 
these improvements have greatly aided the department in 
giving us more work space and consequently increasing our 
efficiency. The third room is one to house rabbits end 
guinea pigs. The old one on the fourth floor, despite 
cleanliness, was odoriferous and disagreeable to petients 
in nearby rooms, 


Aa number of minor repairs and improvements have 
been effected.

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REPORT OF THE OUT-PATIENT AND THE SOCIAL SERVICE 
ere DEPARTMENTS 


I have the honor of presenting to you the Annual Report 
of the Out-Patient and the Social Service Departments for the 
year ending June 30, 1939, 


During the year approximately 4,000 individuals received 
care in the Out*patient Department. Of these 1,365 were new 
ones. 19,247 visits were made to all clinics. 3,487 home 
calls were mde by our Visiting Nurse. 


0,246 visits were made by State and County Relief Clients 
authorized by the Central Medical Bureau. For these, St. Luke’s 
was paid $2,109.90. The eost to us at the regular selling 
rates was $2,824.60. The past six months there has been a 
Steady decrease in these cases, as the Central Medical Bureau 
has increased its medical facilitics, icssening the necessity 
of referrals to private medicxl agencies. 


1lé@ children had 10 days, 27 evenings md 44% nights 
Special Nursing care on the Birthday Fund. Total charges were 
$491.00. Contributions totalled $587.54. Balance in the Fund 
June 30, 1939, was $911.06. 


66 persons received glasses through the Edwara F, Glaser 
Fund, at a cost of $385.00, Reimbursements made totalled 
$110.52 and donations $175.50. Balance in the Fund June 30, 
1939, was $109.99, 


There have been some changes in the Clinic. Instead of 
two physicians, we have three giving us Medical Service and 
three on the Pediatric Service. A Neuropsychiatric Clinic, 
held once a week, was started. This provides more efficient 
service, as previously all Neurological cases were seen by 
appointment only, and 211 types of Psychiatric cases referred 
to the University of Californie Clinic. 


The personnel was reduccd, One part-time Nurse's service 
was discontinued, and Mrs. Helen Meyer, the Admitting Clerk 
and Stenographer, was changed to part-time. We are again using 
& voluntecr from the Junior League and find her service of 
Valuc, 


Despite our Community Chest Funds being overdrawn for 
1958, the budget for 1939 was reduced $648.00. Our Che st 
budget hes always been inadequate for the amount of work 
accomplished. The Endowments have carried most of the expense 
of the hospitalized pirt-pay and free cases, and this reduction 
means & greater burden on them, 
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We wish to take this opportunity to thank the members 
of the Women's Board for their prompt generous response in 
raising $100.00, which made possible our Shoe Party last 
Christmas, We sincerely appreciate their interest and con- 
fidence in the worthiness of this activity. 


To Mrs. George A, Pope for $100.00, and to the several 
other smaller donators we are deeply grateful; also to Mrs. 
Walter Haas for the candy, and the Emporium employees for a 
large number of dolls and toys. Mr. A. Thuesen kindly played 
Santa Claus again, anda Girl Scout Troop provided the enter- 
trainment.

REPORT OF THE WOMEN'S BOARD = 1938 


The Women's Board of St, Luke's Hosvital has met 
regulerly on the second Friday of each month, with the 
exception of June, July and august. The Hospital has been 
visited by at least two members each month, and reports to 
the Board have all been satisfactory. 


The Birthday Club, perhaps our most important 
activity at present, has continued to grow in membership. 
as the income of the Club now seems to exceed the call 
for nursing for children - the balance to date being inore 
than two hundred dollars greater than at this time Last 
year - the Board has now started a drive hoping to build 
up a similar fund for adult nursing. 


We were much interested in endorsing the proposit- 
ion of the Training School charsing a tuition of two hundred 
dollars, and have been very gl12d that it seems to have been 
a highly successful move, The quality of character and of 
scholastic standing of this year's class is encouragingly 
high, in spite of the tuition; the seventy-five dollar 
scholarship offered by the Board was not even applied for 
last Fall. 


During the Summer ea committee was chosen to get 
motion pictures taken of the Hospital and Training School, 
to be shown at the Episcopalian Convocation in October, 
Several hundred feet of film was made in color, showing 
many aspects of the Hospital, ond all who have seen them 
say they are excellent pictures. 


The Board is always particularly interested in do- 
ing whatever it can to make the Christmas celebration as 
appy as possible for everyone concerned. This year we were 
very glad to be able to give fifty dollars for shoes and 
eifts for the children who attended the annual Clinic party. 


The Decorating Committee has had very little active 
work to do this year, except for the refurnishing of the 
Maternity Wing Solarium. However, they have approved of the 
new Training School class room, and are following with 
interest the plans for reorganizing the Nursery, 


The Board realizes, from the monthly reports of 
Dr. Johnson and Miss Kennedy, that the Hospital and the 
Training School have had many readjustments to make in order 
to meet the conditions of today, and we are very proud of the 
way in which the situtions have been met and the problems 
solved, and we are always eager to do everything in our power

The acquisition of a modern filing cabinet - designed 
especially for the type of indexing done in Hospitals - whi ch 
houses the cards for the Standard Nomenclature of Diseases and 
the Operative Procedures, has greatly facilitated the work in 
the Record Room. 


The Medical Records have been used for Research more 
frequently during this past year than in any other year since 
the Department was first organized in 1925, 


Four pacers have been completed - based upon statistics 
compiled from the Records - delivered, printed, and the re- 
prints on file in the Record Room, 


The first paper to be written was by Dr. Miley B. Wesson, 
on Teratoma of the Testicle. 


The second paper to be written was by vr. J. We Morgan, 
on Carcinoma of the Rectum, 


A third paper was written by Dr. Walter Lawrence, on The 
Effects of anesthesia on patients operated upon for Diseases of 
the Prostate and for Fracture of the Femur, necessitating Oper- 
ative Reductions. For this paper, approximately 200 Records 
were consulted. 
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The next group of Records to be used for Research was 
by a representative of the United States Public Health Depart- 
ment, which covered all cases of Malignant Growths on each 
region of the body. for this paper, approximately 300 Records 
were abstracted, 


: A fifth paper is now being prepared by Ur. G, D. 
Delprat, on Appendicitis - considered from various angles - 
aud when coinpleted will present a very comprehensive study of’ 
this Disease. For this work, 1000 Kecords have been abstract~ 
ed, and approximately 1400 Records reviewed. 


The loss of Mrs. Clark's help, due to her long ill- 
ness, has considerably affected the work of the Reeord Vepart- 
mént,this year. In order to meet the problem of getting the 
work done without adding to the personnel of tie Derartment, 
it was necessary to eliminate every procedure possible. None 
or the detail work could be shortened because of the various 
reports required; and the Indexes could not be sacrificed since 
without tiem Questionnaires cannot be adequately answered. In 
previous Annual Reports an Alphabetical List of the various 
diseases treated during the previous year has been included. 
lhe preparation of such a list requires several weeks of care- 
ful checking; and because of its rather doubtful value in an 
Annual Report, it is omitted from this present Summary. How- 
ever, the information on each disease is available and 
accessible at any time to those who may wish it,
